Well, we still don't have 
any letters, so instead we talked 
with Glen Hanson, the artist who 
draws The Flintstones for us. Glen 
usually designs characters for 
animated cartoons like 
Beetlejuice and Daria, and he also 
draws illustrations for magazines 
and advertisements. But he loves 
comics, and he really loves The 
Flintstones. Here's what he had to 
say about how he got started as an 
artist: 


Editor Bronwyn: So, Glen, 
when did you start drawing 
The Flintstones? 


Glen; The earliest picture | 
can find is from when | was 
5 years old. 


B: What did you draw before 
you drew them? 


Glen: | don’t know - clowns 
and witches and fantasy 
characters, | guess. 


B; What made you start 
drawing Fred and Barney? 


Glen: First of all, when | was 
a kid The Flintstones TV 
show was on every day at 
lunch time, and | would come 
home from school and watch 
it. So part of the attraction 
was the design - the way 
they looked - and part of it 
was that | saw them every 
day. (

B: Did you ever think when 
you were drawing them then 
that someday you would 
draw them for real comics? 


Glen: Well, | dreamed | 
would. But my biggest goal 
was just to draw them the 
way they looked in the show, 
that someday | would be able 
to draw them as I saw them. 


B: You wrote your own 
stories for them, too - and 
even introduced your own 
guest stars like Brooke 
Shields, who was never on 
the real show. 


Glen: Yes, | started writing 
and drawing my own 
Flintstones comics when | 
was about 7, and added 
guest stars when | was about 
10. 


B: Where did you go to 
school to learn to be a real 
comics artist? 


Glen: After high school, | 
studied animation at 
Sheridan College in Oakville, 
Ontario. That's in Canada; 
I'm from Ontario originally. 


B: What advice would you 
give to other kids who want 
to draw comics when they 
grow up? 


Glen: Draw, Draw, 

DRAW. Keep 

drawing as much 

as possible. Draw everything 
you see, and draw from real 
life, too. When you look at 
comics, look at everything - 
look at how the stories are 
told with the pictures, and 
look at how the characters 
are drawn, and then write 
your own stories and draw 
them yourself. When | was 
10, | dreamed that someday | 
would draw The Flintstones, 
and someday | would draw 
comics. Now | get to do 
both, and I guess it’s proof 
that if you really keep trying, 
you can realize your dreams.
